" Gentlemen As you know, it 
was the purpose of the trustees 
of the Misssissppi Institution for 
the Deaf and Dumb, embodied in a 
resolution adopted at its last meet 

i scud one of their number to 
Pulton to personally present for 
your candid consideration the 
reasons why, in our judgment, Mr. 
Dobyns ought not to leave our 
Institution and which also seem to 
be impelling him to remain in 
Mississippi. We fell confident that 
these considerations would so 
commend themselves to your can- 
did judgment as in lead von to 
acquiesce in the course. Thai 
much we thought was due to von 
and, more especially, to Mr. IJki- 
bvus. as il seemed hardly proper 
to leave to him to recount to von 
the circumstances and conditions 

that have arisen here, since they 
have reference, in large part, to the 
estimation in which he is personally 
and officially held in this state. 
But the telegram from your pre- 
sident admonishes Us that a v isil 
would be fruitless, and we, of 

course, do not wish to present to you 
a case which has been prejudged; 
therefore, thisboard will leave the 
matter with Mr. Dobyns to decide 
what, under the a let red c i ten m: st a ile- 
itis duty and determination. 
Whatever that decision is no one 
who know shim vv ill doubt I hat he vv ill 
act conscientiously and unselfishly, 
for liis whole life has shown him to 
be unwavering to the discharge of 

his duly, as he understands il 
The desire which he now feels and 
expresses to remain in Mississppi 
at ises. as we well know. Iroiu no 
facts or condition which could have 
been foreseen when he announced 
Ins purpose to go, That desire 
cannot have arisen from any in 
dm eincnts held out to him by this 
Hoard. Ii is i rue we sought, by the 
force ol' our persuasion, lo induce 
hint nol to accept the position in 
Missouri. lie even declined lo 
consider propositions looking to his 
personal advantage, such as an in- 
crease of compensation, which it 
was thought probably could be 

obtained. However, it would have 
been impossible for this Institution, 
limited as is Ms means ami ap- 
propriations, to have held Out to 
him any inducements that would 
overcome the superior advantages 
in thai direction offered by you. 
•' lie has nev cr concealed from 
us the tacts that make the position 
at I'ullon one peculiarly attractive 
lo him. that it is a belter and 
stronger fnstitu tion, situated in his 

former home and among his friends 
and relatives, the unanimity which 
characterised his election, all of 
these and perhaps other consider- 
ations must have appealed very 
Btrongly to him, and the fact Hun 
he is now willing lo .sacrifice these" 
and remain here shows how unsel- 
fish lie is in yielding to the force or 
the. reasons now brought to bear 
upon him to remain. Since his 
contemplated removal was made 
known, the people all over our 
Slate, not Only his personal friends
